Before today there has been no first hand evidence given of “protection money” being 
demanded from women who kept houses of ill fame in the city. At today’s inquiry direct 
evidence on oath was given by Mrs. Jack Sutter, who ty a rooming house at 401 Clara, that 
she and her husband were asked by Oro West to pay $200. She was told by West that he 
would show her a man who would give the money to Magistrate Massie, 

Carmen Daily, who kept a house of ill fame at 630 Kinistino, was the witness by her , 
affidavit that she had been asked by three different persons to pay protection money and 
that she was told by Inspector Burbeck to keep quiet. William Wheeler told her she would 
be ‘‘sloughed”’ if she dict not pay, and gave her two days to think it over. On the second 
day she says Wheeler went back, but was refused admission, 

The same night Daily was arrested by Inspector Seymour and Detective Fryant. Sey- 
mour told her, she says, that Chief Lancey had sent him. She thought when Wheeler told 
her she would be “‘sloughed” that he meant she would be arrested. 


City Solicitor Bown suggested that Magistrate Massie should be given an opportunity 
of hearing the evidence given by Mrs, Sutter in which his name was mentioned, but Jus- 
tice Scott declined to stop the witness’ testimony on that account, and said Mr. Massie could 
see the stenographer’s report of the evidence. 


Commissioner Booth told of his attempts to put an end to drunkenness and lack of 
discipline on the police force and letters were put in showing his written instructions to 
Lancey to drive out of town all men living on the earnings of women, all street walkers, and 
to close all gambling houses and houses of prostitution. He said he dismissed Lancey be- 
cause Lancey failed to carry out his instructions regarding the raid on the First. street 
gambling house and failed to get any information about the proprietor.

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WAS IT CONDONING 
PERJURY ? 

A startling exposure of the methods used by the Conser- 
vilives to carry the recent Provincial by-election in Victoria, 
Nova Scotia, was made in the Commons last week when con 
donation of perjury was charged against Mr, Philip McLeod, 
now a member of the Nova Scotia Legislature. 

The exposure came when Mr. J. H. Sinclair, M.P. for 
Guysboro, read fo the House a letter signed by Mr. McLeod 
‘during the election contest. That letter, to quote Mr. Sinclair, 
practically told Victoria county applicants for Fenian Raid 
bounties that Mr. McLeod had “sufficient influence with the 
(Borden) Government to see that a man who makes a false 
statement in applying for the bounty will not be punished and 
that perjury will be condoned.” ee 

The letter was distributed throughout Victoria county 
about a week before polling took place. In it there was con- 
tained this most significant paragraph: 

“There is a report that many of the applicants were not 
really sure that they had drilled in March and April, 1880,) 
and, consequently, had no right to swear to it, 1 think IT can 
assure you that nothing will be done to ouif feat in that 
connection.” é . tr 
Did that paragraph mean anything else, could ¥’ mean 
anything else, but that applicants for Fenian Raid bounties in 
Victoria might be certain that though they swore. lightly in 
making their applications, they would be safe against prose- 
cution for perjury because of Mr. McLeod’s assurance that 
“nothing will be done to our friends in that connection? 

Nor was this all. Some light was shed by Mr. D. D. 
Mackenzie, M.P. for North Cape Breton. “This (McLeod) 
letter,” he said, “was sent broadcast throughout the country 
by the agents, on foot and on horseback, of Mr, McLeod S 
avents who went from house to house and followed this by 
telling them that they had information that these people had 
committed perjury, and if the people did nof vote as the agents 
wanted them to vote, prosecutions would follow, but if they 
voted right no prosecutions would follow.” oe 

When Captain Andrew Landry was sentenced to jail for 
forgery he was released by the Department of Justice, as ad- 
ministered under Borden, and given a Government job. When 
Ronald Currie was sentenced to the penitentiary for perjuring 
himself in an investigation into the conduct of a Liberal office- 
holder, his case was taken up by the Conservative association 
‘of his province and, before long, he was released from prison 
by the Department of Justice. When an election is held in 
Victoria county, a letter is signed by the Conservative candi- 
date giving assurance that “nothing will be done to our 
friends” because of affidavits they might take under certain 
conditions,

Railway and Shipping News 


Scores of spare passenger cars on 
the C.P.R.,, Grand Trunk Pacifie end 
Canadian Northern, lying idle in the 
distant yards, are now being made 
ready for summer service. The picnics 
are commencing. The conventions ure 
sighted from afar. The holiday ex- 
cursions are on the way. The Satur- 
day week-end traffic is booming. While 
through travel has not reached con- 
gested proportions the week-end tra- 
vel grows visibly. Special trains have 
to be put on. Every available passen- 
ger car Is pressed {nto service. If the 
large figures show that business ts 
not what it was a year ago, “short” 
travel Is increasing—‘“short haul tra- 
vel,” as it is called, All through trans- 
continental roads running into Edmon- 
ton are putting on new trains. Trains 
for the west on the G.T.P, and for the 
north on the C.N.R. and Dunvegan 
lines are crowded, Broadly—business 
is forging ahead; even if the freight 
end is a little light; but, at the sta- 
tions there is a movement and brisk- 
ness which indicates that the great 
bulk of the people can afford a holl- 
day, without feeling worried about 
the expense. 


Referring to the impending strike 
on 96 of the western railways, it may 
be said that the total mileage in- 
volved is 140,000; the number of en- 
gineers and firemen, 65,000; and the 
wages now pald, $67,760,000. To 
grant the demands now made by the 
trainmen would mean, say the rail- 
ways, that the companies concerned 
would have to pay out $37,000,000 in 
increased wages and this at a timo 
when the companies are scarcely earns 
ing interest on their bonds. The de- 
mand of the men to change the basis 
of the day’s wages from 10 to 8 hours 
would require, it is stated by the man- 
agers, the complete reconstruction of 
the railway systems at enormous cost. 
The men, through their representatives, 
have withdrawn from all further con: 
ferences and are now engaged In tak- 
ing strike vote. The result of this ts 
awaited with great interest and anxie- 
ty in the west. It is believed that the 
men have the whip hand of the situa- 
tion, They could moreover, in many 
cases, afford to take a holiday—thoir 
societies having large sums of strike 
money on hand, 


The American railways, which are 
Riving out steel orders now, are get- 
ting bargain prices, The steel peo- 
ple have been pretty {dle of late, and 
are glad to cut quite a bit on prices 
on new orders, These are coming in- 
to the steel people in gratifying num- 
bers and bigness. The Grand Trunk 
Pacific and Canadian Northern will 
soon be giving out considerable orders 
—Just as soon ag British market war- 
rants the chairman of the board in 
London to issue the debenture stock 
for which permission was granted re- 
cently by narliament and government. 
If it be considered that during the past 
three years or so some $20,000,000 have 
been spent on the equipment of the 
Grand Trunk and the Grand Trunk 
Pacific, {t will be seen that there has 
been no neglect In this regard.

Winnipeg Methodist Confer-

“Prostitution of Politics” Also 
Comes in For Scathing 
Condemnation. 


Winnipeg, June 17.—The Methodist 
conference Monday afternoon recom- 
mended to the general conference the 
advisability of opening the way to wo- 
men to become ministers of the 
Methodist church, this being supported 
by Prof, Frank Allen, who stated that 
the Mothodist church might well fol- 
low the Roman Catholic church and 
the Salvation army in this respect. 

The conference decided to petition 
Premier Borden to grant half sections 


of land to aged ministers who have | 


served since 1885 conttnuously, these 
half sections to come from crown lands 


in recognition of the services minis: | 


ters have rendered as pioneers in the 
west. 

A resolution was passed condemning 
“the prostitution of politics," and 
recommending the amendment of the 
controverted elections act to provide 
for prosecution in all cases of protest. 
The report of the temperance and 
moral reform committee was adopted, 
It endorsed direct legislation, tho ini- 
tlative and referendum, compulsory, 
education, the bill brought in by An- 
drew Broder, M.P., for the suppression 
of the sale of cigarettes throughout 
the dominion, and urged investigation 
into the prison reform. It condemned 
bi-lingual schools as a menace to the 
nation, the permission of gambling on 
race tracks, commercialized sport, the 
segregation of vice and announced its 
belief in une standard of morality. It 
approved of sex hygiene and purity 
work among boys done by W. L, 
Clarke, and among girls by Miss Beat- 
rice Briden,

SECOND COMMAND 


Successor Will Be Elected by 
Popular Vote of Army 
Officers, 


MEDIATION REACHES 
HOPELESS DEADLOCH 


No Agreement Can Be Made 
Regarding Personnel Pro- 
visional President, 


Fl Paso, June 17.—General Villa ten- 
dered his resignation to General Car- 
ranza within the last week. It became 
known last night. To Villa's message, 
the constitutionalist commander-in- 
chief replied asking who would suc- 
ceed him, 

Following this, Villa’s various milt- 
tary chiefs held a conference and sent 
a “round robin" to Carranza, declaring 
that they would accept no other bat 
Villa as leader, The split of yester 
day resulted. General Villa ordered all 
commanders of garrisons throughout 
the territory he controls to report to 
Torreon, This order was accepted 
ominously by observers here. Hist ory 
of the Pasquel Orozco rebellion against 
T’resident Madero was revived. Orozco, 
as Villa, was a leader of the volunieer 
troops of Chihuahua state and as a 
popular favorite led a revotution 
against the former president, 

Become Governor 

Larezo, Mexico, June 17,—It svas re- 
ported here yesterday that Mrancisco 
Villa had tendered his resignation ns 
second Chief of the consttutionalist 
army to become governor of the state 
of Chihuahua, succeeding Videl Ayla, 
who is temporarily acting in that post. 
Rumors state that it is likely that 
Felipe Angeles, now secretary of war 
for the constitutionalists, will succeed 
Villa 

The resignation of Villa is due, it ts 
sald, to General Natera’s attempt to 
tuke Zacatecas without orders, 

It is reported General Carranza has 
called together chief army officers of 
various brigades under General Villa 
for the purpose of selecting by vote a 
recond in command to succeed Villa in 
the same way as the latter was chosen. 

Niagara Falls, Ont., June 17,—Justice 
Lamar and Frederick W. Lehmann, the 
American delegates to the mediation 
conference, went to Buffalo yesterday 
and talked for four hours with Rafael 
Zubaran and Luis Cabrera, personal 
representatives of General Carranza. 
Their purpose was to find some way 
to bring the delegates In harmony with 
the scope of mediation. The mission 
was a fallure, 

The constitutlonalist representatives, 
who had come from Washington 
especially to see the American dele- 
tates, told them why they could not 
Agree to an armistice, Why only a man 
prominent in the constitutionallats’ 
ranks will be accepted by them for the 
provisional presidency and finally they 
sald they believed the constitutionalist 
army would settle the Mexican prob- 
lem soon ff left unhampered by foreign 
complications, 

Accomplished Nothing 

The Americans returned to Niagara 
Falls feeling that so far as the political 
pacification of Mexico 1s concerned, 
Mediation has accomplished nothing 
and probably the end of the confer- 
ence was very near, 

The next full conference is set for 
Friday at ll am, Until then little will 
be done because of the absence of 
Minister Naon, of Argentina, Most of 
the principals here incline to the view 
that Friday's session may be the last. 
The threo mediating plenipotentiaries 
Nave practically abandoned hope otf 
solving Mexico's proviems, Only de- 
Velopments, not now foreseen, such as 
@ change of attitude on the part of the 
constitutionalists or of the Huerta 
delegates can keep the conference in 
Bexsion, 

Dispatches of the seizure by a Villa 
official of the telegraph office at 
Juarez, held previously by Carranza 
officials, created a stir in the mediation 
colony. The Huerta delegates said it 
platnly showed the correctness of their 
repeated warnings that a lack of 
coheston In the constitutionalist ranks 
would lead to anarchy in the north. 
The news served also to confirm sus- 
piclons which have been current in 
Yuany quarters here of a breach be- 
tween Villa and Carranza.

BENNET BURLEIGH, THE 
FAMOUS CORRESPONDENT 
IS CLAIMED BY DEATH 


London, June 17.—Bennet Burleigh, 
oldest and most widely known war cor- 
respondent died here today. A Scotch- 
man born in Glasgow nearly 70 years 
ago he joined the ranks of the Con- 
federates in the civil war and fought 
through the entire campaign, being 
twice captured and sentenced to death 
by the northern troops. 

Later he turned to newspaper work 
and reported a number of campaigns 
for a news agency. In 1882, he began 
his connection with the London Dally 
Telegraph which lasted tll his death. 
He followed for that paper the Eng- 
land-Egyptian war, and various Sudan 


campaigns, The French anexation of 
Madagascar, the Ashantis war, the 
Spanish expeditlon in Morocco, 


the recent Balkan war, 

For many years he was able to visit 
his home only on rare occasions owing 
to his constant service in the fleld. 

At one time Burleigh went {nto poli- 
tics and stood for a Scottish constitu- 
ency. He was the author of a number 
of books, 

Bennet Burleigh was well known by 
many Canadians and was a welcome 
visitor to the Canadian hut at the Bis- 
ley meeting. During the Amertean 
civil war he was Jailed in Toronto ac- 
cused of belligerent acts on Canadian 
soil. He was eventually Mberated by 
order of the imperial government,

LOCAL LOTS BROUGHT 
OVER HALF RECEIPTS 


Sir Thomas Skinner, Governor, 


Optimistic of Future — 
More Land on Hand 


London, June 17—The report of the 
Hudson's Bay company, which has just 
been issued te the shareholders, shows 
that, in common with other institu- 
tions,.the company has suffered bad- 
ly from the financial and commercial 
depression prevailing in Canada, 

At the same time the new governor, 
Sir Thomas Skinner, points out that 
the net results, whether from fur, land 
or stores, are not altogether unfavor- 
able, The latest statement shows that 
the cash received for town lots and 
farming lands for 12 months to March 
31 last, amounted to £343,935 as ccm- 
pared with £627,724 in 1912-18, and 
£294,809 in 1911-12. In 1912-13 the 
circumstances were exceptional, as in 
that year the company disposed of a 
large number of town lots {n Edmon- 
ton and received for these not less than 
£372,785, while during the year under 
review the receipts from this source, 
while satisfactory enough, were only 
£148,260, 

The changes tn the forms adopted 
in presenting accounts for the period 
under review renders a comparative 
statement impossible. The store trade 
produced profits for the year of £63,- 
763; the fur trade £55,008, 

A dividend of 40 per cent. is declar- 
ed, which compares with 50 per cent. 
last year. The amount carried for- 
ward to the land account Is £61,928 
as against £166,575 last year. Bought 
{In and unsold lands now on hand 
amount to 4,091,876 acres as compared 
With 4,024,654 acres a year ago.
